The whole 
fair was built with these ends in view, and 
the plans have been magnificently carried 
out. That's why we are going by water to 
get our first view of the exposition. 


" Many will debark at the North pier, but 
let us (jo down to the further pier and be- 
gin at Alpha—that Is, th? great peristyle 
representing Alpha, Pleasure boats and 
yachtacnn land us well i^s steamers. On 
the south side of the pier as we land you 
can see tbe government's model battleship. 
Once ashore, we'll take a round on the 
movat le sidewalk. It's nearly half a mile 
long, r-iid we can get, a magnificent view of 
the f« r buildings and Lake Michigan as 
well from it. 
Xowjif only this plnn could 


be worked in cities, whnt n lot of shoe 
leatfce- we might stive! 
, 


Out there is the anchurago for big vessels. 


Closer in thg pleasure yachts and smaller 
craft will anchor—that. Is, tuev will .tackle 


ing. It, with its two annexes spreading- 
out on each side of it like a pair of wings, 
occupies nearlly 100,000 feet of ground apace. 


Beyond this; on the left, right, and tefore 


us, are the fire and guard station, the life 
saving station, the clambake, the light- 
house exhibit^ weather bureau station, and, 
so on. On tjhe left are some of the foreign 
buildings, afmong them those of Great Brit- 
ain, Russia,' France, Germany and Sweden. 


Now we will turn round and paddle up 


into North pond. We repass the Fisheries 
building and find ourselves in the lagoon 
again, and oot of this into the, inlet leading 
to the pond. Skirting along the shore, we 
pass the buildings of some of the South 
American "republics and find ourselves .be- 
fore the great Art galleries. West of the 
pond are a number of state buildings, those 
of Ohio,'Indiana, and Wisconsin in the1 fore-, 
ground. Ample provision has been mado 
for the fine arts exhibit, nearly six acrts be- 
ing devoted t* the gallery and annexes. 


Here we are before the Illinois building/ 


the largest state building of them oil. It 
is a splendid structure, with a ground, area 
of over three acres and a height of 234 feet 
After a good look at Illinois' great build- 
ing we find Our way back into the lagoon; 
hugging the north and west shores. TD the 
west, fronting the lagoon, is the Women's 
bnildinc. an affair which covers over 77.COO 


of Chicago, at a cost of more than $500,000. 


In this Memorial Art palace there will 


he two large audience rooms arranged to 
seat about 3,000 persons each, and more 
than 20 smaller rooms, which will accom- 
modate from BOO to 700 persons each. Meet- 
ings of such a character as to draw a large 
popular audience will be held in the

There are so 


many of them—40 electric and 24 steam 
launches—that they have to be kept mov-, 
ing with some regularity^ excepting, of 
course, tho steam launches;in their after- 
noon and evening trips out into the lake. 
Maybe we'll go out in one before we get 
through. They start from tqis landing. 


We first float by the Agricultural build- 


ing. Our gondolier (he's genuine—a real 
Italian) must keep close-into shore while we 
take a good look at the luildings as we 
pass them. Here we turn $nto the South 
canal and view the west end of the Agri- 
cultural building. You wi 1 see the annex 
presently. The Agricultural building is 
800 feet long auc. 500 feet in width, and the 
annex is 300 by £50 feet—a n atter of 18 acres 
covered by-these two buildings. 


These are ttie electric fountains at the 


lower jend of South canal. They ore among 
tie great attractions at uight. Over there, 
past tbe colonnade, is the stock pavilion, 
and btyond that are the exhibit yards. 


Here on the west side of the canal is Ma- 


chinery hall, next to the Manufactures 
building the largest structure on the 
grounds. It runs with its annex nearly 
1.J400 feet east and west We will get a 
good look at it in a few moments, when 
we make a halt in the west end of the basin.

grosses for tho discuRsion of subjects of ft 
more limited interest will be held in the 
smaller rooms.

The 
object of this presentation will be to pro- 
mote the intelligence, culture and elevation 
of the people of all countries. 


But a different class of congresses is also 


required. In addition to such general con- 
gresses there will also be special con- 
gresses for the consideration of scientific, 
technical or special subjects not suitable 
forsucb popular presentation. Such special 
congresses will be more directly in. the 
charge of the organizations interested and 
represented by their respective committees 
of co-operation, which, acting in harmony 
with the auxiliary committees of arrange- 
ments, will arrange the programmes and 
conduct the proceedings. The special con- 
gresses of the religious denominations and 
the strictly scientific associations will be of 
peculiar interest. 


Both the general congresses, planned for 


the people, and the special congresses, 
planned for the advancement of great spe- 
cial interests, may thus be made highly 
successful. As the material exposition at 
Jackson park, is designed chiefly for1 the 
pleasure and benefit of the. peopfeof all 
countries and subordinately for the enter- 
tainment' and advantage of the specialists 
in the different departments, so also is the 
intellectual and moral exposition to be 
made in the world's congresses primarily 
intended for the benefit of the people who 
will hear or read the proceedings.

Charities and correction is one of the de- 


partments of the fair to which thinking 
men will instinctively turn. There will 
not be much in it to attract the popular 
eye, but it will be n mine of information 
for the guardians of tlie poor and the go^f- 
ernors of the criminal clasHts in this and 
other countries. The stiulent-of tlie social 
problems of the day will find collected 
and easy of access facts und figures invalu- 
able to him, which lie might otherwise 
have labored for years to discover. The 
department will occupy a space of IS.tTOO 
equare feet in the southwest corner of the 
Ethnological building. 


Colored people's Jubilee at Chlcufco. 


Aug. 25 is set apart as the festival of 


the colored people, or, as they themselves 
seem to prefer to call it, Afro-American/11- 
bilee day. The celebration Is to be givtfn iu 
Music ball on the fair grounds. Its object is 
to show, the progress which the colored race 
has made in speech and song in America, 
and to this end the brightest ^epresenta- 
tives of the color.ee people in oratory and 
music will be brought together. The ora- 
tors of the day will endeavor to show the 
exact standing of the negro m this country, 
his advancement insomedirections, and his 
Jack of progress in others, and his disabili- 
ties as a citizen. There are to be 2,500 col- 
ored, children in the choruses, and all tbo 
prominent colored/ singers of the country 
have been invited.

What to do and which way to turn first 


on landing in Chicago will be the puzzler 
to the majority of visitors. 


There are four ways of reaching tbe ex- 


position grounds iu Jackson pork from 
doVrn town Chicago. The distance is seven 
miles from city hall, which is within a few 
squares of the depots of the leading rail- 
waya The elevated road gives the quick 
est transit, and its lines circumvent the 
park. -9*he fare is 5 cents. The down town 
terminus is at Congress street, 12 to 15 min- 
utes' walk from city hall. Kunning timo 
from Congress street to Jackson park, 3(5 
minutes. 


The Illinois Cenf ral railroad will carry 


passengers to the grounds for 25 cents the 
round trip. The depot ia on Michigan ave- 
nue. 


The Lake Michigan boats will carry .pas- 


sengers to.the exposition pier for 25 cents 
the round trip. Their landing in Chicago 
is lOminutes' walk from city hall, just ad- 
joining the Illinois Central depot. 


The Cottage Grove avenue cable cars run 


to the southern entrance to the park. Fare, 
5 cents. They leave the heart of the city 
via Wabash avenue and turn on a loop 
through Lake and State streets. 


Chicago is divided into three geograph- 


ical divisions known in local parlance as 
the "West Side," "North Side" and "South 


, Side." The South Side, with its Michigan, 


' Calumet and Prairie avenues given up to 
the homes of the millionaire element, har- 
bors Chicago's aristocracy of wealth. The 
exposition is in the South Side district; so 
are the Auditorium, the courthouse, pobtof- 
flce, the principal clubs and the Art insti- 
tute. The great thoroughfares of the South 
Side iu tbe central section of the city are 
Wabash and Michigan avenues. ' 


The West Side comprises many fine parks 


and avenues, and originally contained ouc- 
half of Chicago's population. 
Madison 


street is the central thoroughfare of the 
West Side. The North Side includes Lin- 
coln park, the homes of many millionaires, 
a long stretch of the Lake Shore drive, tbe 
archiepiscopal palace, the Fannell obelisk, 
the monolith of Long John Wentworth 
and the Northwestern university, the high- 
est seat of learning in the state of Illinois. 
The central thoroughfare is Clark street. 


A system of parks and gardens engirdles 


tjie city. The parks cover 1,870 acres; the 
boulevards extend 30 miles. Each of the 
city divisions above noted has its own sys- 
tem of street cars. The City Railway com- • 
pany operates the South Side system, con- 
sisting of cable and horse roads. The North 
Side is controlled by tbe North Chicago 
company, which runs both cable and,'lior.«e 
cars. The West Chicago company monop- 
olizes the West Side with horse fvrid cable 
cars. 


The hotel accommodations of Chicago 


and those suburbs easy of access include 
about 2,000 bouses of all grades. Nearly 
300 of these have been built specially for 
World's fair patrons and/are in tbe vicinity 
of the grounds. They''have cost nearly 
£4,000,000 for construction, and with few 
exceptions are of brick, stone and iron. 


;t,Heretofore the regular prices in the Chicago 


hotels have ranged from $9 down to &i a 
day. Thousands of private houses in all 
parts of tbe oity|are advertising lodgings 
and meals for1 exposition patronage. 


People who wish to economize will doubt- 


less prefe/ to save time and money by lodg- 
ing in j/he district around Fair park. Tbe 
aceomjnodations 'there now foot up 5,000 
rooms'. The rates will fluctuate with tbe 
den^'and, bat the competition Will be great. 
Tii'e hotels in tbe district include tbe Hotel 
Endeavor, with 620 rooms for Christian Eu- 
'deavor societies; tbe Woman's Dormitory, 
with 800 single rooms, and the Hotel Vet- 
eran, with TOO rooms and barrack halls for 
Grand Army veterans and tbeir families. 


The exhibition buildings will also each, 


contain one or more restaurants, with ta- 
bles and lunch counters, where visitors 
may stay their appetites while taking in 
the fair or sit down ta hearty meals. Par- 
ties lodging at a distance froim the grounds 
will therefore be spared anxiety about 
reaching home in time for dinner. 


Visitors who lodge in tbe city proper and 


have time on their hands, or who make it a 
business to do tbe town, will not feel a lack 
of attractions peculiar to tbe metropolis of 
the west. The year 1893 opened with 30 the- 
aters giving daily performances, and to 
these' will be added many temporary palaces 
of amusemqnt. At least a dozen of the cel-

Lower customs duties h^e been proposed 
by a committee of tl>e' Reform Club of 
Nt*' Yoik. Theconiriiittee seems to have 
made a special poijit of attack upon ill 
farm products, t'Uliiosr the present tariff 
right and left. It these recommendatkins 
become law the, effect will be to admit fijee 
of duty ulrnoat nil foreign farm produc;s, 
such as live .stock, wbeut, corn, oats, rje, 
eggs, hay.''vegetables, wool, plunts apd 
trees, seeds, straw, onions, etc. Enor- 
mous cu/s are proposed in the duties on 
tobticce, hops, rice, fruits, barley a.jd 
pouitjoes. as can be seeuifrom the figures 
give*i b^low. 
JQ tobacco the change 


means a reduction in duty from $2 to 
$£.50 down to 25 or 30c per Ib. In hois! 
the new duty woulfl be 2 to 3e per Ib., on 
potatoes 1 to 2e per bu., while on barley 
the rate is cut from 50c down to lOc per 
bu. The proposed bill makes all duties 
ad valorem instead of specific.

E&erel»« for Lamb.. 


A. O. Fox, a western ehcep breeder, 


says: A3 the lambs advance in age and 
begin to partake liberally of food and to 
require considerable room all twin lambs 
and their dnms should be separated fijom 
the balance of the flock. Their apart- 
ments ought to bo very roomy, givjng 
both ewes and lambs an abundance of 
space at the troughs and racks. 
This 


twin flock should be kept separate from 
the single lamb Hock until weaning time. 
I usually wean about July 1 or as soon as 
I have ray first field of clover mown nod 
cleared. J then put my lambs immediate- 
ly on this fresh Held and let lambs and 
clover grow simultaneously. In this way 
all trouble with scours or bloat Is usually 
avoided unless in an unusually wet season 
when it might become accessary to give 
the lambs a change once a week and to 
add a ration of clean oats every morning. 
Cure should be taken to keep the propor- 
tion of stock upon the clover field such 
as to prevent the clover growing rank. 
IjUmbs permitted to run on rank clover, 
unless in a very dry season, will not do 
well. 
As the season advances the lambs 


will stand it to, be placed upon the older 
pasture fields, the grasses of which are 
more difficult to digest. The rape patch, 
early turnips, early-cut corn fodder, etc., 
will then in succession play an Important 
part in their proper preparation for winter.

lers Kept Track' or the Heavens. 


, 'e find in the table at the Ramesseurn 
istinct references to the bull, the lion 


and tfie. scorpion, und it is also clearly 
indicated that at that time theSirina rose 
heliacally at the beginning of the rise of 
the Nile. 


This word heliacally requires a little 


explanation. 
The ancients, who had no 


telescopes and had to use their horizon 
as the only scientific instrument which 
they possessed, were very careful in de- 
termining the various conditions in 
which a star conld rise. For instance, if 
a star were rising at the same time that 
the sun was rising, it was said to rise 
coumically. but unless certain very obvi- 
ous precautions were taken the rising 
star would not be seen in consequence of 
the presence of daylight. 


It is quite clear that if we observe a 


star rising in the dawn it will get more 
and more difficult to observe the nearer 
the time of sunrise is approached. There- 
fore what the ancients did was to deter- 
mine a time before sunrise in the early 
dawn at which the star could be very 
obviously and clearly seen to rise. The 
term "heliacally rising" was coined to 
represent a star rising visibly to the 
dawn—therefore before the sun. Gener- 
ally throughout Egypt the sun was sup- 
posed to be something like 10 degs. be- 
low the horizon when a star was stated 
to rise heliacally 


We find then that more than 5,000 


years ago the Egyptians were perfectly 
familiar with these facts, aud the differ- 
ence between a coamical und heliacal 
rising was perfectly clear to them. But 
the table at Thebes tells us. moreover, 
that the enn's jonrney in relation to some 
of the zodiacal constellations was per- 
fectly familiar 5,000 years ago. 


These then are some of the more 


general statements which may be made 
with regard to the most important points 
so far discussed by those who have dealt 
with Egyptian astronomy, and it may 
be added that all this information has 
come to ns in mythologic guise.

-The various apparent movement^ of 


the heavenly bodies which are produ&jd 
by the rotation and revolution of the 
earth and the effects of procession were 
familiar to the Egyptians, however ig- 
norant they may have been of the causes. 
They carefully studied what they saw 
and attempted to pat their knowledge 
together in the most convenient fashion 
associating it with their strange im- 
aginings and with their system of wor- 
ship.—Nineteenth Century.

The small bequests by Jay Gould to 


his brother and sister call attention anew 
to the fact that the financial results of 
the creation of a fortnne in a family are 
apt to be small to the collateral branches 
and heavy to the direcl line of issue. 


The wills of the heads of the Astor 


— family do not point a moral in thisre- 


ipect, because the family has followed a 
rule designed for the perpetuation of a 
great family estate in two parcels. Side 
bequests, if considerable, would havo 
prevented the execution of this plan. 
The distribution of the tote Samuel J. 
Tilden's fortune is not illustrative of the 
common custpm. because he was a bach- 
elor.

A. T.I Stewart, the great merchant 


prince, made a simple will. In the sec- 
ond paragraph of the document opened 
after his death in 1870 he wrote simply, 
"All 
my property and estate of every 


kind ani description and wherever sit- 
uated I give, devise and bequeath to my 
dear wife, Cornelia M. Stewart, her 
heirs and assigns forever." In the nert 
paragraph he appointed Henry Hilton to 
man age,! close and wind np his partner- 
. ship business and affairs. 
He made ex- 


Judge Hilton, the widow and William 
Libbey his eiecntora, and he bequeathed 
to Mr. Hilton the sum of $1.000.000 "as 
a mark of regard." 


•In a codicil to the will he bequeathed 


various sums, of from $20,000 to $000 to 
as many faithful employees in his bnsi- 
'ness, and other snius of $2,500 to $300 to 
seven household servants. To two sis- 
ters named; Marron, at whose father's 
house an^ hands he had enjoyed hospital- 
ity, he ga!ve$12,000 ayear and a house in 
this cityi To Henry Hilton's wife he 
gave $0,000, In a second codicil he gave 
$19.000 each to four iwrsons of the name 
of Clinch, who were relatives of his wife, 
to two of i whom he gave a house in town, ' 
and to Sarah Smith and her daughter he 
gave $10,000 each. He willed that all 
persons "who had remained in his employ 
dnring tventy years should have $1,000, 
nnd all who had worked for him ten 
years $500. A letter to his wife accom- 
panied tl.e will, and in that he said that 
he hoped -a live to carry out his charita- 
ble schemes, bnt if be died before doing 
so he would depend on her to do so with 
the advice and assistance of their friend, 
Henry Hi .ton. 


Mr. Stewart had no children. If he 


had no relatives either, his will is not a 
cnse in po- nt. Bnt, on the other hand, if 
it is true, as many claimants assert, that 
he hail a number of cousins and other 
kin in Ireland, his absolute forgetfulness 
of them or refusal to benefit them is re- 
markably apposite."

Commodore Vanderbilt, who died in 


January, 1877. nm<le many beqnests to 
others thai his children. To his wife he 
gave $.500, "100 anil all the contents of hi* 
house in Washington place, the use of 
which was hers for life. To his brother. 
Jacob H. Vanderbilt, ho gave $50,000. 
To his sist IT Phoebe he gave $1,200 a year 
dnring hei life. To his nieces and neph- 
ews he gavo various sums, ranging 
from JSO.COO and $10,000 down to $300 
and $200 a year. But hegave onogrand- 
nephew $2.>,000 and another $20.000. His ' 
doctor got $10,000, and a faithful old 
clerk got $20.000. To an nncls he gave 
$5,000, and the wife of a nephew re- 
ceived $25,300. 


When he caine to consider his children 


the eituatiDu was altered. To William 
B., his eldest son, be handed down tho 
bnlk of his magnificent property, the 
value of this gift being estimated at $90 - 
000,000. The whole property had been 
considered as worth $105,000,000, and of

oldest one, Cornelius, getting greatly the 
largest share. He seemed thns to indi- 
cate a belief that yonng Cornelius, who 
had already shown ability as a financier, 
would become the head of the honse in 
the third generation. 


To his own less worthy son Cornelius 


he gave merely the interest on $200 000 
He divided $1,250,000 equally among five 
daughters, and two of these he further 
en-riched, the one with the interctet on 
$400,000 and the other with the interest 
on $300,000. Enriched is scarcely the 
term to use, for it was evident that he 
intended only to insure to each of them 
the comforts of a competency. 


When it came time to open the will of 


William H. Vanderbilt it was found that 
he had given to a nephew, W. V. Kissam, 
180,000; to his uncle Jacob the dividends 
on 1,000 shares of New York Central; to 
bis aunt Pbcebe and to each of twelve 
other relatives annuities of $1,200. The 
great bulk of the increased estate went 
to the children. There were eight of 
them, and each got $5,000,000 ontright, 
together with the interest dnring life 
on another $5,000,000, the eighth part of 
a trust fund of $40,000,000. The prin- 
cipal- in this legacy was to go to his 
grandchildren when his children died. 
To his eldest son, Cornelius, ho gave an 
additional $2,000,000 ontright, and to his 
favorite grandson, William H., the son . 
of Cornelius, he gave $1,000,000 outright. 
The youngest son, George, was to have 
the family mansion and works of art 
When his mother should die. To his own 
widow he left « yearly allowance of 
W00° and' the right to give sway 
foOO.OOO howsoever or to whomsoever she 
pleased. To each of his four, daughters 
he gave the house in which she waa liv- 
ing when he died. Having thns disposed 
of only about half of this great property, 
«vhich was said to be sufficient to give 
fonr dollars to every man, woman and 
cMIdin the country, Mr. Vanderbilt gave 
the rest to his first and second sons Cor- 
nelius and William K., or about $50,000 - 
000 each.—New York Sun
